He 
already had purchased a sporting 
goods store from a man who had 
succumbed to the lure of the Klon- 
dike gold rush With an original 
capital of $500. he turned the busi- 
ness into a $500,000 proposition 

His neighbors thought “horseless

Born in Canandaigua, N. Y 
1873. Mr. Willvs was 26 years old 
when he saw his first motor car 
In 1907. with the profits from his

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Mapping Used Car Procedure 


NE of the keenest students of the used-car problems in| 

this country is Paul Hoffman, who presides over the | 
sales destinies of the Studébaker organization. Mr. Hoffman 
has not only studied the subject but has given us the results 
of his studious efforts in a book which amounts to a text-| 
book on the entire used-car problem. 

In a recent address delivered in Cleveland at one of a 
series of automotive merchandising meetings sponsored by | 
the Cleveland News, Mr. Hoffman offered a recipe for| 
insuring used-car sales which is worth earnest study by| 
every dealer and salesman. 

In mapping out the campaign which should be followed | 
in making used-car sales, Mr. Hoffman suggests that the 
first step should be a “shock appraisal’ administered tact-| 
fully by the salesman to the prospect. This means simply | 
that the salesman should tell his prospect the truth about | 
the actual worth of the used car he is trying 
Obviously this must be done tactfully or the whole trans- 
action may be blown up right here. On the other hand, if 
the customer’s idea as to the value of what he is offering is} 
not deflated before the actual appraisal is announced, closing 
the whole deal is difficult. 

The second step which Mr. Hoffman advocates is a 
thorough selling job on the new car before the actual ap-| 
praisal figure is announced to the prospect. If the salesman 
has the training. and ability to administer the “shock 
appraisal” without driving the customer out of the sales-} 
room and then can sell him firmly on the value and desir- 
ability of the new car, he has gone a long way toward clinch- 
ing the complete transaction. 

When the salesman has brought his prospect’s ideas of 
what he is going to get for his used car into line with actual 
fact and has sold him on the value of the new car in which| 
he is interested, by discussion, explanation, and demonstra- 
tion, the customer is ready for the official appraisal. If the 
salesman has done the job that it is his business to do, the 
definite figure on what he may get in the way of allowance! 
for his used car will not be a shock to the prospect. 

In the final analysis, the used-car problem has grown 
to its present proportions largely because of faulty sales- 
manship. It does not matter whether we place the blame 
at the door of the manufacturer, of the dealer, of the sales 
manager or of the individual salesman. Inefficient and 
uneconomic handling of the problem is the fundamental 
cause of the trouble. Mr. Hoffman’s suggestions, effi- 
ciently carried out with skill and tact, would place used- 
car transactions on a basis where they would not be quite 
so much of a “problem.”

N commenting recently on the present economic situation, |

the surging level of last year, we have every reason to 
hope for a V when we make up the complete graphs cov- 
ering the business slackening that began with the stock 
catastrophe last fall.

than 16,000,000 persons, hav- 
ing an annual spending income 
of approximately $18,00),000,000, 
may be reached daily by sched- 
uled over-night truck service from 
this city, according to the re- 
search department of the Phila- 
delphia Business Progress Asso- 
ciation. These figures were arrived 
at following a study of all the 
city’s transportation facilities, in- 
cluding truck service, railroad 
freight and shipping. 


Long-haul, direct-to-point truck 


| freight service is maintained from 


| valued at 


Philadelphia to cities approximately 
150 miles distant, while way-freight 
truck service is maintained on a 
daily schedule within a radius of 
100 miles from this city. The over- 
night motor freight area extends to 
New York and Baltimore; all of 
New Jersey except the extreme 
northwestern portion of the state; 
all of Delaware and all of eastern 
Pennsylvania. The area is bounded 
by Baltimore, Harrisburg, Sunbury, 
Scranton, Stroudsburg, New York, 
Asbury Park, Atlantic City, Cape 
May and Lewes. 

The overnight trucking area is 
shown to be one of the greatest con- 
centration centers of population, 
wealth and business opportunities 
in the entire United States.

The laudau, landaulet 
and convertible sedan models often 
are confusing also. What are the 
definite characteristics of these 
various models.

ANSWER: The Standards Com- 
mittee of the Society of Automotive 
Engineers recently proposed a new 
nomenclature of automobile body 
types which clearly differntiates 
between the various body types. This 
proposed nomenclature, together 
with drawings of the various model 
types, was printed in the Automotive 
Daily News, January 31. We shall be 
glad to send you a copy of it as it 
appeared at that time. 

In reference to the models you 
mention, the Standards Committee 
| described the coupe as an inclosed 
|single compartment body. The pas- 
senger capacity varies with arrange- 
|ment of seats and length of wheel 
base. Two doors are provided. and 
|the back and top panels are 
|permanent. The rear deck accom- 
|modates a luggage compartment. 
; The small coupes usually have a 
|} single cross seat for two or three 
passengers; the larger types have 
staggered seat arrangement and 
carry aS many as five passengers. 

The sport cope is similar in all 
respects to the coupe, with the ex- 
ception that it is provided with g 
humble seat in the rear compart- 
ment and often includes a _ golf 
locker in the rear deck. 

The cabriolet is similar to the 
sport coupe, with provisions for con- 
verting to an open type. The rumble 
seat and fender wells are usual, but 
not restrictive features. 

The landau is described as a 
closed body type, with provisions 
|for opening or folding the 
|quarter. This precludes the use of 
| rear quarter ‘windows. Landau irons 
|on the rear quarter are an inherent 
but not distinguishing feature. As in 
the landaulet the landau irons are 
mounted on the rear quarter also, 
|but are non-operative. The mount- 
ling of landau irons on the landaulet 
|give it the same appearance as the 
;landau, but the rear quarter is sta- 
tionary in this model. Both the 
landau and the landaulet models are 
four-door types. with the seating ar- 
rangement the same as in _ the 
sedan. 

The convertible sedan is similar 
to the regular sedan type, but with 
provisions for converting it into an 
open model. Both the all-weather 
feature and the top are convertible. 





FRANKLIN PRODUCTION 

QUESTION: We are desirous of 
ascertaining the number of automo- 
biles maufactured for the year 1929 
by the Franklin Automobile Com- 
pany of Syracuse, N. also the 
number of automobiles they con- 
template manufacturing during the 
year of 1930.—Frank Keller, Fire 
Association of Philadeiphia, Phila- 
delphia, Pa. 

ANSWER: Production of Frank- 
lin automobiles during 1928 totaled 
7,423 cars. In 1929 this figure was 
increased to 10,704 cars. At the 
present rate of production Franklin 
evidently intends to make a similar 
increase in output for 1930. We 
have not, however, a definite pro- 
duction schedule for 1930 from the 
company. As a matter of fact, the 
company will probably be governed, 
as automobile companies usually are, 
by the development of demand from 
month to month.

ANSWER: Thank you for your 
very interesting letier of February 
21 concerning the overhead costs m 
connection with storage batteries as 
against replacement parts. 

We have been attempting to accu- 
mulate data on this question for 
quite some time, but we must con- 
fess that up to date we have not 
| been successful. As far as we can 
find out, figures such as these are 
| not available and we are inclined to 
| doubt the possibility of making ac- 
curate comparisons. 

Today profits depend almost 
solely on the rate of turnover of the 
stock. With this as a base, it seems 
logical to assume that some con- 
cerns would find battery lines more 
profitable than parts. while other 
concerns would find the reverse to 
be true, depending on the standing 
of the house with its customers. In 
| other words, if your customers know 
| you snecialize in batteries, while 
‘somebody else specializes in parts, 
_you would naturally find your bat- 
tery department to be more profit- 
able than your parts department. 

We realize, of course, that you 
are in search of definite figures 
with which to prove a point, and 
we are sorry we are not provided 
with accurate data.

Uses Cross-Country 
Idea Successfully 


“"NHE most successful sales cam- 

paign that we ever conducted 
was when we held our ‘trip to 
Chicago’ sales contest.” R. W. 
Towery, sales promotion manager 
of the Straus-Frank Company of 
San Antonio, Tex., automotive 
wholesMer, stated, in discussing 
successful sales practices of this 
firm. 

“At that time C. C. Pyle was in 
the midst of his cross-country 
Marathon. so we used this idea as 
the basis of our contest. Announce- 
ment of the contest was made in a 
letter sent out to all salesmen set- 
ting down the rules and regulations, 
the eighteen lines which we wished 
pushed during this campaign, and 
the awards which/were to be made 
These. by the way, consisted in 
trips to Chicago and return, with 
all expenses paid, during the na- 
tional show and convention of the 
Automotive Equipment Association. 
Inasmuch as we operate an estab- 
lishment in Houston, as well as San 
Antonio, this meant that two sales- 
men from each store would go tc 
Chicago. 

“Supporting the announcement 
was a mineographed cartoon illus- 
trating the men in position ready 
for the Straus-Frank Marathon, as 
well as the route which they would 
take. These were sent to the deal- 
ers in the respective territories of 
our salesmen, and it is worth men- 
tioning that never before have we 
seen such an interest in a contest 


as was evidenced by the dealers in | 
the success of the salesmen who} 


ealled upon them. 

“Monthly reports were sent out 
together with more cartoons, the 
latter showing the relative positions 
of the salesmen in the race. The 
first stop was Dallas, and the car- 
toon showed the salesmen hiking 
into Dallas at full speed. 
cartoons with a letter addressed to 
the dealers were sent out, and in- 
terest was renewed in all cases. 

“The next month the stop was at 


Oklahoma City, and we varied the} 


cartoon by giving an Indian at- 
mosphere. This created greater in- 
terest than if we had used the 
same design each month, and the 
inquiries from dealers as to the 
success of their salesmen were good 
evidence of their interest. 


“The same plan was followed 
throughout the contest. Opening 
on May 30, it continued through 


until October 15, to give plenty of 
time to create a large sales volume 
and to arrive at the totals and 
make preparations for the trip be- 
fore the show started. Each month 


we had a different cartoon. 
“The dealer response was far 
greater than we had anticipated. 


There were several instances where- 
in dealers would learn that a sales- 
man was behind a bit and wouid 
order a little more in order to help 
increase his sales. Qne dealer who 
was in the Houston territory learned 
that the salesman who called on 
him was lagging in position and 
promptly placed an order for more 
merchandise as a contribution to 
help his cause along. 

“The salesmen were kept pepped 
up through the interest of the deal- 
ers. On every trip, dealers inquired 
as to how they were getting along, 
and this dealer-interest constantly 
hammered into the minds of the

HE cost of operation of motor 
vehicles in Connecticut for one 
year is many millions of dollars 
more than assessed value of the 
vehicles. A few items in the 
annual expense bill of motorists, 
as estimated by the state motor 
vehicle department show that 
more than $126,100,000 was spent 
in 1920, while the assessed 
valuation of all cars, computed by 
the state tax department from 
| town reports, was only $117,600,000. 
| Maintenance costs exceeded any 
other item of expense, according to 
|motor vehicle department figures. 
| Connecticut's bill, based on a per 
| vehicle charge of $190, estimated by 
| the National Automobile Chamber of 
| Commerce, was approximately $66,- 
|500,000. This was exclusive of 
|amounts spent for fuel and lubri- 
|cants, but included tire and parts 
— accessories and service 
| 1a r. 





| The amount spent for gasoline 
|formed the second largest expense. 
|It was estimated from available 
| figures at $36,995,000. In addition | 
|there was a state tax on this fuel | 
|which increased the gasoline ac- 
|count by $4.105,.000. 

| Motorists paid $7,992,000 to the | 
motor vehicle department for regis- 
| trations, licenses, permits, fees and 
fines imposed by courts during 1929. | 
The estimated tax assessed on motor | 
vehicles for the year by towns was 
$2,350,000. Personal injury accidents | 
were responsible for an expense of 
$4,227,000. This estimate is based on 
insurance figures for the average 
cost of hospital and medical treat- 
ment and payment on damage 
claims. The amount of property| 
damage for the year because of mo-| 
tor vehicle accidents was well above | 
| $3,000,000. ; 
| While figures for many items of | 
|expense connected with motor ve-| 
| hicles are not obtainable, these seven | 
form a total of $126,119,000, or an} 
laverage of about $360 for each | 
motor vehicle. The average assess- | 
|}ment value put on cars by town as- | 
|sessors in the state was $336. Na- 
| tional figures show that the average | 
|retail price for automobiles and} 
|trucks is about $840. On this basis| 
\the original sale price of Connecti- | 
‘cut registered motor vehicles for | 
1929 was approximately $294,000,000.

Welding Reclaims 
Broken Gear Teeth 


At ALMOST any central welding 
shop in factory or mill the 
plant welder will be frequently found 
engaged in building up or replac- 
ing broken gear teeth with welding 
blownive and welding rod. 
A preheating furnace is 
dispensed with when putting new 
teeth on ordinary small gears. All 
the preheating necessary can usually 
be accomplished by local application 
of the biowpipe flame itself. The 
accompanying illustration shows a 
plant welder using such a procedure 
Gears of a larger size than the 
one illustrated are best prepared 
for welding by thcrough preheating. 
This may be accomplished by the use 
of a gas-fired preheating torch, or, 
if the gear is very large, by con- 
structing a temporary heating fur- 
nace of fire brick, using charcoal as 
fuel.

“3. Good electrode wire. 

“4. Correct carburetion. 

“5. Proper spark plug position 
in combustion chamber. 

“6. Correct breaker-point gaps, 
clean and square. 

“7. Proper spark plugs for the 
condition under which the engine 
is used. 

“8. Avoid metal shielding on 
secondary leads and reduce lead 
length to the minimum neces- 
sary.”

Ford Continues Lead; 
32 of 40 Tabulated 
Makes Gain 


RENTON, N. J., March 3.— 

New car registration in ‘New 
Jersey for January increased 59.3 
per cent over the first month of 
1929, with practically every make 
showing gains ranging from 5 per 
cent. to 816.6 per cent. 

Although a big part of the 8,067 
cars registered as of January were 
sold in December, the same situa- 
tion was true in January, 1929, when 
December, 1928, registrations were 
held over. This situation is the 
result of the system of allowing 
cars to overate with the following 
year’s tags during the last fifteen 
days of the year. This results in 
registrations for the first month of 
the new year of cars sold in De- 
cember. 

Despite this situation the regis- 
tration was 3,004 units more than 
in January, 1929. and gives indi- 
cation of 1930 new car business on 
practically the same high plane of 
1926. 1927, 1928 and 1929 

Ford continued its. stride in 
January, with a total of 2,542 units 
compared with 1,493 a year ago, an 
increase of 1.049 units, or 70.2 per 
cent. Chevrolet. with a total of 
1,083, surpassed its January, 1929. 
figure by 283, an increase of 35.4 
per cent Pierce-Arrow, with a 
registration of fifty-five units, had 
the greatest percentage gain, with 
816.6 

Out of forty makes 
only two showed decreases, 
six had no figures in January, 1929, 
for purpose of comparison. Both 
the General Motors and Chrysler 
groups had 100 per cent. represen- 
tation in the gain column.

NEW YORK, March 3.—Another 

week has passed without de- 
veloping any definite trend among 
the automotive stocks listed on 
the various exchanges. For the 
fourth consecutive week the price 
average for the sixty representa- 
tive stocks used by the Automo- 
tive Daily News failed to change 
as much as | point. 

This is a highiy unusual pro- 
cedure for the motor shares and a 
break should come at once in either 
one direction or the other. Of 
course, investors in this line of se- 
curities are waiting for more 
definite signs of what the spring is 
to bring in the way of business. 
But spring is nearly here and it 
can’t be long until those -familiar 
with the industry will know what 
to expect. 

While it is conceded 
sales peak is apt to be reached 
later this year than usual, certain- 
ly the trend of business in the first 
half of March should indicate 
pretty clearly what lies ahead. Up 
to the present time, the signs point 
to a good business, although not 
up to the levels of the spring of 
1929. But it is almost certain that 
the automotive industry will enjoy 
buying that a few years ago would 
have been considered above normal 
and sufficient to guarantee profits 
in 1930 to the well managed com- 
panies that are avoiding a possi- | 
bility of overproduction. 

The only thing in the way of a 
trend noticeable in the past weck 
was the upward trend of the 
automotive accessory, parts and 
equipment stocks, and that may 
have been the fererunner of an 
upward trend in all the motors. 
The accessory and parts manu- 

Mexecturers naturaily are the first 
to feel any upward swing, and the 
motor car makers’ stocks may 
follow later and will do so if the 
gains of the accessory and parts 
shares are justified. 

The average price of the sixty 
stocks closed “the past week at 37.33, 
a gain of 55 of a point from the 
preceding week, when they closed 
at 26.78. The accessory and parts 
stocks contributed the most heavily, 
advancing 1.52, while the passen- 
ger car securities were up .09, the 
rubbers up .14 and the trucks up 
15 of a point. 

General Motors, on which the rest 
of the motors usually wait, failed 
to get anywhere, advancing one- 
half point for the week to 43. Chrys- 
ler was active and strong early in 
the week and showed signs of taking 
the leadership, but the move failed 
to materialize and it closed at 39, for 
a net gain of only three-quarters of 
a point for the week.
